2. During the year 1919-20 the receipts amounted to Rs. 91,647 and the 

. expenditure was Rs. 72,456. The closing balance which was Rs. 1,00,865 at 

the end of the year 1918-19 was further increased and amounted to Rs. 1,20,056 
at the end of the year. . 

3. Despite the large resources of the’ Committee a sum of Rs. 630 only 
was spent on original works in preliminary expenses of a new road improve- 
ment project. It is not explained itt theireport why no original works were 
undertaken during the year, but it appears that the subordinate. staff under 
the District Engineer was not appointed until late in the year. New projects _ 
estimated to cost about Rs. 47,000 were sanctioned during the year, and it ig 
hoped that these and other necessary improvements of communications will 
now be carried out. Asam of Rs. 30,377 was spent on the repairs of roads, 
most of the works being done by the members of the Committee, munagers 
of tea gardens and other gentlemen.” There was no addition to the roads 
maintained by the Committee. The balance of the loan taken from Govern- 
ment in 1900 was fully paid up during the year.

2. The year epened with a cash balance of Rs. 94,186-15-3 and an 
outstanding advance of Rs. 6,677-10-9, making a total of Rs. 1,00,864-10, 
This amount together with receipts of Rs, 91,647-10-5 or a total amount of 
Rs. 1,92,512-4-5 was available for expenditure during the year, The actual 
expenditure during the year was Rs, 72,455-15-7 excluding the unadjusted

which the Chairman’s office is honorary and the salaried Vice-Chairman is 
the Chief xecutive Officer of the Trusi, should not now be modified and 
eee provision made “for the appointment of .a full-time salaried 
Chairman. While this question was under examination the Chairman of 
‘the Port Commissioners, Calcutta, addressed Government on the same 
subject and urged that the time had arrived for bringing pa gree 
in this respect into line with the system of administration that prevails 
in other Ports in India. The Commissioners recommended that the Chief 
Executive Officer of the: Trust should be a full-time salaried Chairman and 
should be appointed by Government in consultation with, or on the nomina- 
tion of, the Port Commissioners. They further recommended that the law 
should be amended to provide for the ngpaieteaeek of a full-time salaried - 
Deputy Chairman, who would relieve the Chairman of his less important 

function and preside over the meetings of the Commissioners in the absence 
of the Chairman. In making these proposals they were actuated. by a desire 
_ to make provision for an administrative organization adequate for the 

‘efficient discharge of the growing business of the Port. 

The above suggestions of the Port Commissioners have the approval of 
the Governor in Council. A draft Bill amending the Calcutta Port Act, 
1890 (Ben. Act III of 1890) has accordingly been prepared to give effect to 
these suggestions.
